(A I’) — In a 
clear declaration of defiance in 
their 15-day standoff with the Kill, 
the Freemen posted a handbill 
near their compound gate Monday 
branding the U.S. government a 
“corporate prostitute." 

In rambling legal use, the 
Freemen disavowed allegiance to 
the federal government, reiterat- 
ing their belief that they have the 
right to-establish their own govern- 
ment, courts and currency.

"Freemen- are NOT a party- to 
the de facto corporate prostitute, 
a/k/a tile United States ... but are in 
FACT the Posterity of We The 
People under God, affirming the 
Law of the land and standing for 
the republic for which it stands.” 
tite statement said. 

The group also claimed (hat 
those who "prostitute the republic” 
by substituting the “incorporated 
fictions’* of government for “the 
Law of the land, are in TRUTH and 
FACT anti-government." 

“Perversion of the Truth does 


not in FACT change the Law, nor 
the Truth." it said. 

Authorities were reviewing the 
Statement and issued no immedi- 
ate comment.

Garcia’s 
ashes fall 
in Ganges 

' NEW DELHI, India <AP) — In a 
private goodbye to thut most public - 
of men. Jerry Garcia’s widow sent 
liis a sites swirling down the Ganges 
River on pieces of paper bearing 
farewells from members of his 
Grateful Dead bund. 

Deborah Garda and Bob Weir, a 
guitarist with the legendary band, 

- waded into the swirling waters of 
India’s holy river and released the 
ashes as dawn broke Thursday after 
a lunar eclipse. 

The ceremony was held secretly 
near the holy city of Rishikesh on 
the upper Ganges because Mrs. 
Garcia was afraid that if word 
leaked out. thousands of fans in the 
United States and Europe might 
have come to India and spoiled the 
private occasion, said Britain’s The 
Independent newspaper. 

The Rishikesh police force 
learned about the ceremony after 
Mrs. Garcia, Weir and five other 
people conducted it, a police officer 
said in a telephone interview 
Monday. 

Band members who stayed 
behind in California had written 
farewell messages to Garda, and his 
widow andTVcir poured some of'liis 
ashes on each message before set- 
ting it adrift in the currents, said the 
Independent, which first published 
the story on Monday. 

Garcia died Aug. 9 of a heart 
attack at age 53 at a northern 
• California drug rehabilitation cen- 
ter. Earlier news reports had said his 
ashes' were likely to be scattered at 
sea off Marin County, Calif.

Leader Shoko Asahara and 
other cult members have been 
charged in the March 1995 poison 
gas attack on Tokyo subways that 
killed 12 people and sickened 
thousands of others. 

A lawyer for Mashima's family 
said the court is expected to order 
Asahara to pay S925.000 ns sought 
by the plaintiffs, Kyodo reported. 
The cult was declared bankrupt 
last month. 

Cold claims 600 
lives in Moscow 

MOSCOW (AP) — A long, cold 
winter has claimed 600 lives in the 
Russian capital, and all of the vic- 
tims were drunk, a news agency 
reported Monday. 

About three-quarters of the vic- 
tims were men, the Interfax news 
agency said. 

Winter began early in Moscow 
. with a Nov. 2 snowstorm. 

Temperatures remain ed b elow 

' freezing for most of the time since. 
Drunks are particularly vulnera- 
ble to the cold because they are 
unable to seek shelter. 

Icicles posed another danger: 
Fifty-eight people were injured by 
falling icc, the agency said. 

Soldier loses foot 

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegov- 
ina (AP) — A Russian soldier lost 
his right foot when he stepped on a 
land mine in northeast Bosnia, the 
NATO-led peacekeeping force said 
Monday. 

The mine exploded Sunday 
about 13 miles 'south of Brcko, 60 
miles north of Sarajevo. 

The soldier was evacuated to the 
Russian medical facility and will 
be sent back to Russia on 
Thursday, said Maj. Simon 
Haselock, a NATO spokesman.

Minidoka County may ban guns in courthouse after incident

RUPERT - A man who walked into 
the Minidoka County Courthouse last 
week with a sideartn in full view has 
caused county officials to consider ban- 
ning guns in the courthouse. 

County Assessor Max Vaughn asked 
the county commissioners Monday to 
consider an ordinance that prohibits 
people from entering the courthouse 
with firearms in their possession. An 
existing ordinance already prohibits 
firearms in the court building next door, 
he said. 

“I’m not here to advocate gun con- 
trol,” Vaughn said. “Bui this really had 
the ladies who work here concerned 
when this, guy walked in packing an 


eight-inch-long pistol on his hip.” 

County Sheriff Paul Fries said if the 
man had a valid hunting license, he vio- 
lated no laws by entering the court- 
house with the pistol in plain view. 

Commission Chairman John 
Remsbcrg said he knows of several 
women who carry pistols in their purses, 
ai)d he questioned whether a court- 
house ordinance would affect a con- 
cealed-weapons permit. 

Fries said that depends on how the 
ordinance is written. 

Me added that the number of con- 
cealed-weapons permit requests has 
increased over the past two years. An 
.average of about one person every week 
requests a permit. 

Since 1991. when a law was passed 
requiring countess to issue the permits, 


some 259 permits have been granted. 
Before 1991, it was up to the sheriff’s 
discretion, and permits were rarely 
issued, Fries said. 

"The law basically made it mandatory 
that we issue the permits," he said. 
"There tire people out » here who have 
them hut shouldn't." 

It costs S56 for a permit that is good 
for four years and $19 to renew it, A 


background check from the state and 
the FBI is required, along with a pistol 
training course. A valid driver’s license 
is also required. 

Fries estimated that about half of 
those who apply are women. The num- 
ber of permits issued in Minidoka 
County doesn't necessarily mean that’s 
how many permits there are. he said. 
The permits can be issued by any Coun- 


ty sheriff’s office. 

In other business on Monday, the com- 
missioners discussed: 

• Placing restriction on beer sales 
and consumption on the county fair- 
grounds during the annual 4th of July 
celebration. A draft ordinance that 
allows the fair hoard to determine 
where beer will be sold and consumed is 
forthcoming, according to County 
Prosecutor Clay no Zollinger.

McMasters confirmed that fines are- a 
serious consideration -"because we don't 
want this happening again.” 

Officials from Fish and Game, the DEQ 
and the Idaho Attorney General’s office 
met with Sun Valley Co. employees on 
Monday.

Jerome County ponders interpreter position

JEROME - With the sudden depar- 
ture of the county’s Spanish inter- 
preter, the County Commissioners 
Monday wrestled with how best to 
— providc the-service in-a-cosi-effuclivu— 
manner. 

Jerome’s growing Spanish-speaking 
population now requires nearly 20 
hours per week of interpretation in 
the county’s court system. 

At issue is whether the county 
should, hire a half-time interpreter 
who can do other clerical and data- 
- processing duties to round out a full 
40 hour shift, or contract with an 
interpreter oir an hourly, as-needed 
basis. . . , 

The county has at tunes in the past - 
contracted for the service for S25 per 
hour. 

In an eurlier meeting, County 
Commission Chairman Roy Fresco; t 
said Jerome County’s rate of pity is 
the highest in the area. Most pay $15 
to S20 per hour. 

Fifth District Judge Barry Wood 
said interpreters working on an 
hourly rate would not he hi:, fi;.->( 
choice. 

“The nature of the work is a lot 
like an emergency room," be said. 
"They might sit around for six hours 
before they’re needed. But it’s not 
convenient to call them at home each 
time they’re needed, either.” 

Commissioner John Toolson expressed 
concern if an interpreter is hired full- 
time, the person not use their interpret- 
ing skills to “hustle" sideline business, or 
try to influence a person’s actions iit.the 
courtroom. He said that has happened in ' 
the past.

The 10th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals issued a one- sentence 
statement to John Bioumqtiist, the 
Melc-na, Mont., attorney for tile 
Montana Stock growers Association 
that said: “The application for 
injunction aijji emergency stay was 
denied.” 

The issue is largely academic 
since Id wolves were released from 
pens in the park last week, and 
four more are sclied uled for 
release Thursday, said federal wolf 
biologist Kd Kangs. 

The stockgrowers, along with The 
Heart out It Stock Association, hud 
appealed Wyoming U.S. District 
Judge William Downes’ decision of 
March 29 denying an emergency 
stay and allowing the release. 

The two groups had asked for 
Tithe preliminary injunction to block 
the rtiTease of the wolves until the 


outcome of their lawsuit against 
the interior Department could he 
determined. 

In the lawsuit, the groups 
alleged the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service should have conducted an 
environmental analysis on the lat- 
est wolf release, the second release 
of the effort to restore the preda- 
tors to America's northern 
Rockies. 

The groups' argued significant 
new information lias become avail- 
able since the first wolves were 
released in 1995. They say tile Fish 
and Wildlife Service needs to con- 
duct an environmental analysis' to 
determine if a new environmental 
impact statement is needed on the 
release. 

Km Downes ruled that what the 
groups considered to be new infor- 
mation really was not new at all. 
As a result, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service is not obligated to once 
again review the project in an 
environmental analysis, Downes 
ruled.

Administration pursues 
more timber swaps 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Clinton administration sealed one 
deal and is pursuing more swaps 
with logging companies willing to 
accept larger acreages of younger 
trees in exchange for old-growth 
fyiitds they bought on Northwest 
national forests. 

The trades are intended to mini- 
mize harm to fish, wildlife and 
water quality if logging proceeds 
on more titan 12,000 acres of cen- 
turie'sibld forests, administration 
officials said Monday. 

"We are in the process of going 
” ‘ through a-prioririzadtm of -all thosc- 
timber sales in terms of their envi- 
ronmental effect,” Forest Ser vice 
Chtel JaclTWarU l homas said dur- 
ing a conference call with reporters. 
“I have not written off anything.” 

The first trade, announced over 
the weekend at the Umpqua 
National Forest in southern 
Oregon, came after Forest Service 
biologists and supervisors warned 
that logging planned there posed a 
danger to troubled fish species. 

The area, about 12 mites north- 
east- of Tiller, Ore., is home to coho' 
salmon and cutthroat and winter 
trout, as well as the threatened 
northern spotted owl. 

In exchange for another block of 
less ecologically significant trees, 
Scott Timber Co. agreed to give up 
most of the 9.8 million board feet 
of timber on about 300 acres it 
bought in 1990. 


“I’m sure we will Ik* addressing 
others,” Thomas said. “We put 
emphasis on those primarily 
because the logging had started. 

“It so happened we had some 
substitute volume- immediately 
available. As we go further into 
this, it might become a little more 
difficult" to strike similar deals 
with other companies.

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County softens road-spraying rules Briefly

BURLEY - A Cassia County 
farmer persuaded county com- 
missioners on Monday to slightly 
relax their new policy governing 
irrigation water on county roads. - 

Farmet-BrenrStoker-told-eom- 

missioners that the county’s new 
get-tough policy was. drawn up 
without any input from farmers. 

The commission agreed 
Monday to incorporate Stoker’s 
requests into the county’s policy. 
The revised policy allows warn- 
ings to be given in exceptional 
cases such as irrigation equip- 
ment failure. Also, farmers must 
be notified as soon as the water 
on the road is spotted. 


Two weeks ago, the commis- 
sioners decided to do away with 
the mandatory warnings that pre- 
viously had been given to farmers 
whose irrigation water sprayed 
roads. Under the new policy, 
farmers will be fined $100 for the 
first offense and $300 for all sub- 
-se<| uent-of f enscs-wit li in-t hr«e- 

IJntil this. year, a mandatory 
warning was given on the first 
offense, a $100 fine was imposed 
for the second, which increased 
to $200 for the third and up to 
$300 for any others that followed. 

The policy exists because water 
blasting onto a road can create a 
safety hazard, and standing water 
harms pavement.

spectators and runners alike 
stream across the country to the

“I’m going to the ixirty," said Dr. 

I ktrry Geist. one of the local run- 
ners who plans to finish the land- 
mark race. But he’s not after any 
records. 

“Boston has always had this air 
of 'I've gotta do well.

Chen Yon, a 15-year-old, leads a 
contingent of speedy teen-agers who 
emerged as China's new hnpes from 
the Olympic trials that ended 
Sunday in Tianjin. 

Chen won four golds in Tianjin 
and placed third in another race. 

She charged ahead of world cham- 
pion Litt Li in the 400-meter individ- 
ual medley, winning in 4 minutes, 
40.85 seconds, ami outpaced world 
record holder Le Jingyi with a time 
of 2:00.24 in the 200-meter freestyle. 
In the 400 freestyle, her 4:11.33 put 
her four seconds’ ahead of her near- 
est rival. 

She capped Iter winning streak in 
the 800-meter freestyle in 8:37.41, 
trailed by PuYicji in 8:37.99. 

- diun's-wuakust- performance. was- 
a third in the 200-meter individual 
medley in 2:16.92 - behind another 
newcomer Wu Yunyan, who did 
2:12.87. 

At 5-fixit-lO, Chen has the extend- 
ed arm span ideal for a swimmer.
